What is wanted by fair-minded men is a tariff that will protect 
American labor against the competition of cheap foreign 
labor. They do not want a tariff under the shelter of which 
monopolies may exist and thrive. 


The need of a non-partisan commission in this field has long 


been recognized by man}'. When William Howard Taft was 
president he recommended the establishment of such a com- 
mission, but Congress was not ready to co-operate at that 
•time. The idea, however, has not been abandoned by those 
who have given the subject thought, and there is reason to be- 
lieve thejime will come when the tariff will be dealt with on a 
business rather than a political basis. 


So influential a body as the National Chamber of Com- 


merce calls for such action. 
It recognizes the needs of the 


business men of the country and believes the time lias come 
to take, the tariff question oul of politics and place it on a 
purely business basis. 
In speaking of the conditions that will 


prevail after the close of the European war the Chicago Tri- 
bune says: "If our tariff is loo low;it will mean industrial de- 
pression.
